These  are  our  very 
best  rock  garden  plants  requiring  good  drain¬ 
age  and  full  sun,  but  not'  south  exposure  in 
California.  Roots  should  have  good  pro¬ 
tection  under  large  rocks,  and  no  irriga¬ 
tion.  Coarse  sand  or  broken  rocks  around 
the  plant  on  surface  to  prevent  damping 
off. 

Eastwoodiana,  a  rare  new  variety  with  pure 
white  flower  resembling  Columbianum  in
